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This is in response to the "Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(b)," filed May 21, 2001. The petition 
was recently forwarded to this office for review. 

The petition is granted . 

Petitioner has shown that the non-signing inventor has refused to join in the filing of the above- 
identified application after having been presented with the application papers. Specifically, the 
declaration of facts of John H. Sherman and the copies of the letters sent to the inventor 
establishes that the inventor was mailed the application papers, including the specification, 
claims and drawings, but failed to respond to the request that he sign the declaration.
